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Senate Supervision 
May Be Needed 


Any organization using student tax funds has 
a responsibility to the campus to use these funds in 
accordance with the plan under which the asked to 
be granted the money. Paradigm, by failing to pub- 
lish any issues during the past semester, has failed 
to meet its obligation. 






There is apparently some indeterminable weak- 
ness in their organizational set-up which is prevent- 
ing this group from perpetuating itself as the pro- 
ductive unit that it is intended to be. 


They seem to be operating under a handi- 
cap imposed by their predecessors. 


We feel that action is needed to insure that a 
group operating under Student Senate funds not be 
allowed to falter. It may be necessary for the Senate 
to investigate more often the financial situation of 
those organizations to which they grant money. Un- 
der the present Senate rules, which call for open 
meetings of all student tax supported organizations, 
the Senate would legally be able to make such in- 
vestigations. 

The BEACON’S policy of including the presi- 
dent and the vice president of the Student Senate 
on the Board of Directors insures a careful watch 
of allocations during the year, 


Perhaps all of the organizations supported by 
Senate funds should have a senate representative 
on their board or work out a system whereby they 
would report periodically to a member of the Senate. 
This would guarantee that organizations are using 
their alloted funds to serve the campus community.
